Chicago, May 18.— A war of exterm- 
ination against sympathetic strikes in 
the building trades has been declared 
by a combination of Chicago con- 
tractors, employers and other busi- 
ness men. A serious conflict with or- 
ganised labor is feared before the 
sade Is ended. 

The employers say they will make 
every effort to attain the desired end 
through oo-operation and arbitration 
with the building trades council and 
affiliated unions, but that if peaceful 
means fail, general lookouts, wage re- 
ductions and even legal proceedings 
say be resorted to in order to force 
the labor organizations to terms. 

Steps were taken Monday toward 
the organization of the employers who 
are to enter a finish fight against 
"labor trust" The new combination 
will represent many millions of dol- 
lars invested in business, giving em- 
ployment to tens of thousands ol 
skilled workmen. It will be organized 
on the same general lines as the build- 
ing trades council, with two delegates 
from each organization of bosses, with 
one additional delegate for each 50 



THORNTON DEAD. 

Tha Bnllet In Ilia Heart ProT.d Fa 
Mm Smith K.J-.t, a Him at Fat] 
Wish. 

Louisville, Ky., May 18.— Preston 
Thornton, who shot himself in the par- 
lor of Milton H. Smith's residence in 
this city Sunday, died at 8:30 o'clock 
Monday morning. His father and 
mother, who came here from Lexing- 
ton, were by his side when death 
came. 

The body has been removed from 
the palatial home of Mr. Smith, where 
the tragedy occurred, to the residence 
of Mrs. John Mason Hrown. an aunt 
of the deceased, from which place 
funeral will occur Tuesday morning at 
11 o'clock. 

It has been learned that young 
Thornton went to the home of M 
Smith upon three separate occasion 
and that he evidently threatened upon 
the second visit to take the life of M: 
Nettie Uelle Smith, the daughter 
Mr. Milton Smith. Twice he was told 
that Miss Smith would not see him, 
but he was persistent, and, leaving the 
second time, he probably obtained the 
revolver with whloh the self-murder 
was committed. 

When he reached the door the 
ond time he sent up his card to .Vis* 



her to tell him that she would not see 
him any more, and that it would be 
useless for him to call. Miss Smith, 
however, is said to have loved young 
Thornton dovotedly. 

"It would be unkind, mother," she 
replied, "not to see him this once, and 
I will simply tell him the truth." 
.She went downstairs and stepped In- 
to the parlor. At the door with hia 
hat in his hand stood the lover. "Net- 
tie Belle," he said excitedly, "do you 
Intend to marry me'. 1 " 

"No," was the reply. "I love my 
father, too, and as Ion if as he with- 
holds his consent I will not marry 
you." 

Without a word the young man 
dropped his hat from his nervous 
fingers, stood silent for a moment, 
and then drew a revolver from his 
pocket and turned the glittering muz- 
zle toward his heart. A shot rang out 
and the young man fall heavily to the 
floor . 

Hardly had the weapon fallen from 
his stiffening fingers, however, than 
she was kneeling at his side imploring 
him to speak to her. 

A servaat was sent after a basin of 
hot water, and then, as his life blood 
ran out and stained the carpet, she 
supported hia head upon her lap and 
bathed h la te m pi ea The olotted blood 
was washed away aa It oozed from the 
wound In bis breast. He tried to speak 
but hia strength was rapidly dimin- 
ishing and it was spajarenl that he was 
dying. 

In the meantime the greatest con- 
fusion reigned la the palatial home of 
the millionaire railroad stagnate. Mr. 
Smith, who was nearly prostrated 
with grief, sent aa order to the rail- 
road office directing that a special 
train should be sent out at once for 
Lexington to hurry the mother and 
two sisters of the dying man to his 
bedside. The fast stiffening body of 
the young man was tenderly lifted by 
the servants and carried up stairs to 
the boudoir of Miss Smith. 

The engineer of the special train had 
orders to make no stops except for wa- 
ter, and within three hours the train 
puUed in at the Loth street depot, A 
carriage was in waiting and conveyed 
the mother and grief-stricken sisters to 
the bedside of the dying man.

The construction of the boat has 
been eagerly watched all over the 
country.
